Mr. Blaine was advised by letter "G" of November 
5, 1897, that your report of January 7, 1897, dealt with the 
Claims of the Greco-Russian Church, the claims of the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society of the M.E.Chureh, en other matters 
which would in all probability necessitate an amendatory 


survey, and he was, therefore, directed to take no further 


action in the premises,

I would like to write a letter to you. I suppose you will 
be surprised when you open my letter? My name is Paul; I am an 
Edkimo boy; Miss Mack is our teacher. All the boys like her very 
much, She came up here from Nazareth, Pennsylvinia. I seen your 
photograph the other day . Lasy week Miss Mack told me, tell genet 
you so I will write you a few lines and tell you about those Alaskan 
people. I am learning fast and all of us. I can not talk English 
very nicely like George and David, who went down to the States. 
We have nice Scriptures and songs. Oh we like the hymn books be- 
cause they are taken from the Bible. Miss Mack often taught us 
about Jesus our Saviour who died for us. At this Kuskokwim, most 
the Eskimos believe in Him and do His commandments. They used to 
pray always just like we are. Some of them would preach to their 
Pe whose peOple never heard Word Of Cod. or. Roring is going 
to Nushagek so I will write to you. Miss Mack is going to write 
to the States, so’Mr. Schoechert will send them to the States. 
Miss Ma ck always kind to us and teach us about Saviour. Some times 
I get naughty, but I often go to him and ask Him to forgive me. 
He shed for our sins anid He first loved us. When Miss Mack came 
up here first down here too, She called me her little boy. I 


like her very much, but now I used to work with the big boys. I

aia not much work as I would like, but I studied my Bible with all 
might, until I get them. I can't write like white boys dO, because 
I'm in Third Reader. You know several years ago, George and David 
went down there before I came here, they used to talk English very 
well. Oh I like English very much more than other languages. I 
wish I would go down there and try to learn all of it, but it is 
very far and costs a great deal of money.

If I had some money, I would go to States, and learning nicely. 
Every evening I went Over to Miss Mack and ask her some words. I 
used her Dictionary every day and study hard. I heard you captian 
to the schools so I will write to you and tell you about Alaskan 
peOple. Last winter Mr. Kjellmann and two Laplanders reached here 
with the reindeers, they stayed here in few weeks. Mr. D. Johnson 
of Unalaklik there too. He preached to the people in here, speak 7 
by Mr. Kilbreck. Andrew went to go with to Nushagak. Mr. David 
Johnson is a faithful friend, he loves everybody . Robert went 
down to Qumachagamute Mission as a Missi nary. Thismonth | got his 
letter, he told me that he is well and happy. The people like him 
there and call him their friend. He is my brother and I love him 
very much, Last winter Rev. Y. Kortchtnsky: of Russian Mission 
came down here, he was very good to me, he speaks English just a 
little, he talked to the people in here, very loudly. Some of the 


people laughed at him because they never seen like that before. 


It is about thet time I finish my letter. Please remember my 
words. I will write again and I will think of you after this. 
I like to see you but it is far away from here. If I knew your 
daughters names I would write to them. Give my love to them.
